REDUCED GRAIN RATES 
FOUGHT BY RAILROADS 


CHICAGO, May 
terstate commerce commission was 
charged with overstepping its legal 
bounds in directing the publication 
June 1 of reduced grain rates as four 
score of the nation’s railroads strove 
today to enjoin establishment of the 
lower tariffs 
Bringing their fight into United 
States district court before three judges 
sitting en banc, the western carriers 
were supported by the principal east- 
ern railroads and opposed by the gov- 
ernment and 12 intervening states. 

Kansas, in a separate petition filed 
for its publie service commision, chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of the court 
and asserted that, in contrast with the 
railways’ contention, certain carriers 
loading 70 per cent of the Kansas 
grain crops have shown improved 
financial condition. 

Frederick H. Wood, New York at- 
torney, argued throughout the open- 
ing day of the hearing. He charged 
that the proposed rates would cut 
$21,500,000 from the average annual 
earnings of the railroads. He held thet 
the interstate commerce commission 
had fixed the schedule on shipping 
data of 1928, now obsolete and inap- 
plicable, and that the commission had 
wrongly used the railroads’ annual re- 
ports in rate-making, going outside 
the record of the hearings. 

Judges Charles E. Woodward, Will 
H. Sparks and Walter C. Lindley pre- 
sided. With the rates promulgated for 
installation June 1 they must decide 
at an early date on the application for 
a temporary injunction. The hearing 
is expected to last several days. 

Mr. Wood took issue with the com- 
mission’s interpretation of the statute 
relation to a “fair return” for the 
carriers. Congress,’ he said, wrote in 
“positive language that the commis- 
sion shall adjust rates so that the 
railroads will earn a fair rate.” In- 
stead, Wood said, the commission has 
construed the . statute to mean the 
commission must permit but not guar- 


antee the 5 3-4 per cent “fair re- 
turns.” 


U. 5. FOREIGN LOANS 
UPPOSED BY LEWIS 


CHICAGO, May 6.—(#)—Senator 
James Hamilton Lewis proposed. to- 
night that the United States cease 
lending money to foreign governments 
and extend the time for paying off 
Liberty bonds in an effort to relieve 
the “burden” of the American tax- 
payer. 

Speaking at a dinner given in his 
honor by the Chicago Bar Association, 
Senator Lewis pointed to a treasury 
deficit which he said amounted to ap- 
proximately one billion dollars, and 
to Liberty bonds of three billions due 
in 1931. 

“All this incompleteness,” he said, 
“now threatens to work a tax and 
drain on the American of such pro- 
portions as to bankrupt his business, 
destroy his credit, close down his 
establishments, and lock the gates of 
his manufactures. 

“We ask—what profiteth a free gov- 
ernment if in its privileges it ravages 
its business creator, and impoverishes 
its breadwinners—merely to be herald- 
ed as the richest monied nation in 
the world? Such an oppressive result 
weaves’ for itself the show of com- 
munism and anarchy, and threatens 
the loss of the soul of America.” 

To remedy the situation, Senator 
Lewis suggested that the nation and 
its financiers stop lending money to 
foreign governments. 

He proposed that’ in case of real 
need on the part of an appealing na- 
tion, this country advance the supplies 
which otherwise would have been 
bought with American money. 

‘Thus we supply the wants, we 
keep our money and contribute trade 
to our home people,” he said. “As 
these supplies come only from our sur- 
plus, we can wait for the payment 
for these.” 

Senator Lewis further proposed 
that the United States “cut off and 
cut away the excess billion of taxes 
caused by the superfluous government 
machinery and political bureaus.

” Beginning about May 20 the Co- 
lumbian, running detween New York, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and Washinz- 
ton, will bave cooled, washed, sootless, 
cinderless air circul:ting its _ entire 
length, even into the sun room of the 
observation car. 


Single coaches have been cooled ‘n 
the past. Conditioning the entire 
train is one of a sumber of ultra- 
modern improvements under considera- 
tion by various lines, which promise 
to doll up future trains as brightly 
as airplanes, witl speeds to compete 
and attractive comforts, 

“This is*the first time in railroad 
history,” said a statement by F, X, 
Milholland, assistant to the senior 
vice president, “that an entire train 
has been air-conditioned. 

“The innovation is significant, we 
believe, because it represents the solu- | 
tion of a problem which has been with | 
the railroads ever since they began 
the problem of how to shield the pas- 
senger from uncomfortable heat of | 
summer travel and at the same time 
provide clean air, free from soot and | 
dvst. -While the electric fan serves | 
to lessen the ‘discomfort of torrid | 
hours on a train, that method is in- | 
adequate,

Since that gruesome war ended 15 
congresses of the nation have been 
so ashamed to deai with it that they 
almost ignored it in their debates and 
lezislation, For a quarter of a century 
they saw its weterans suffering and 
dying in their home districts without 
the aid and care the nation justly 
vwed them.

The Pull of Another War. 


It was not until the World War 
came on us in 1917 and it became

And it was not until the American

Now, here in Atlanta, we have aging 
and disabled Spanish War veterans, 
many who have lost employment, and 
many widows and orphans of veterans, 
who simply must have help unless 
they are to be left to deeper want 
and unassuaged distress.

Finally, 
the solicitor-general conferred with 
me about plans to discover the facts, 
and if the facts were sufficiently dis- 
closed to prosecute . those connected 
with the city government guilty of 
corruption and restore the public ad- 
ministration to a condition of decency 
and honesty.

Rut Mrs. Frederic L,. Beers, 
radio chairman of the. College 
Park Music Club, apparently sees 
through the confusing maze of 
contributing factors by looking 
straight along the line of logic, 
and therein lies the answer. All 
great discoveries have been simi- 
larly made. In a world of cross- 
eyed men, a man of straight 
vision doubtless would be an ab- 
normality, but nevertheless, the 
fact remains that a large part 
of genius lies in the ability to see 
in a direct line. 


“IN MY CLUB WORK,” writes 
Mrs. Beers, “I have found that igno-| 
rance is not the problem to confront 
us, but general apathy. Jt is easier | 
to tune out an objectionable feature | 
than to demand good programs. And 
the unfortunate thing is, this is true 
more in the case of the cultured class. 
Those who like hill-billy songs and 
the poopoo-poo-doo school of music 
deluge the broadcasting station with 
requests; while those who like good 
music sit back in dignified aloofness 
and deplore the times.” 

That diagnosis is not original 
as a theory, because it is daily 
hammered at the citizens of this 
broad (and sometimes narrow) 
land of ours. But it is new in its 
application to the radio program 
evil and explains in a sapient 
sentence the reason why we hear 
the same dance hits and same 
“love-dove-above” type of senti- 
mental songs on the air. 


DON'T take my word for it, or 
Mrs. Beers’ either, if you are skepti- 
cal, Just listen ‘in on any request 
program and see for yourself what 
the people clamor for, Listen to the 
matrons, the fathers (who ought to 
know better) and even the grandfolks 
plead for such hysterical outbursts as, | 
“When I Take My Sugar to Tea,” | 
“My Canary Bird Has Circles Under | 
His Eyes” and other Tin Pan Alley} 
products of similar ilk. 


How many requests are phoned | 
in for Massenet’s “Elegie,” or 
Nevin's “Rosary.” or Schubert's 
lovely “Serenade’ and “Spring 
Song?” How many for Beetho- 
ven’s magic, unfinished “Moon- 
light Sonata.” or those equally | 
inspiring and restful compositions | 
by Bach. Mozart, MacDowell, Her- 
bert, Wagner, and so on?... Not 
many. How many jazz-hungry 
young moderns would like to 
hear ‘Miserere,” the awe-inspiring 
chant which has for hundreds of 
years been sung in the dead 
mare: of kings and popes and 
bishops? Not many.

SO WE ARE on our way, riding | 
the top of the tallyho of jazz, think-| 
ing of it (we young moderns) as “the | 
very latest,’ when, a matter of |
